How Shot Is Made 


Although millions of hunters use 
shot shells for hunting, trap and 
skeet shooting, few realize that the 
manufacturer of the tiny lead pel­ 
lets in the shells is based on a cu­ 
rious 
but 
fundamental 
law 
of 
physics. 
Instead of being formed by cast­ 
ing or by some other mysterious 
process, lead shot pellets get their 
spherical form by being dropped 
fr om the top of a shot tower into a 
tank of water. Molten lead is poured 
into perforated dropping pans. As 
the lead passes through the perf or­ 
ations in the bottom cf the pan, 
the pan is automatically and ra p i d ­ 
ly tapped. With each tap, a pear- 
sh 1 ped drop 
falls 
away. 
Surface 
tension 
causes 
the 
molten 
load 
droplet to change from its pear- 
shaped form into a perfect sphere. 
At 
the 
9-story 
Winchester 
shot 
tower which is one of New H a v e n ’s 
landm ark s, the pellets fall 154 feet 
into a tank of water. Water is used 
to cushion the fall. 
Scooped 
up 
from 
the 
tank 
of 
water, the pellets are then sorted 
with the few inperfect ones weeded 
out by the U3e of another ingenious 
scientific principle. The pellets are 
poured over a series of inclined 
planes. Round pellets roll straight 
and attain sufficient speed to leap 
a gap into a trough. Im perfect ones 
either wobble off the sides of the 
pl ar* es or fall into the gap. Im p e r ­ 
fect pellets that roll into the gap 
are re m e lte d 
Final operations in­ 
clude 
sorting 
and polishing with 
graphite. 
C o ntrary to popular m isconcep­ 
tion. the hard nes s or softness of 
shot pellets is determined by the 
alloy used and not because hot shot 
is dropped it to cold water. At the 
start of a dreg ping operation the 
w ate r is cold. Continual dropping of 
hot shot w a rm s the water but does 
not affect the hardness of the shot 
pellets.

Farm ers have access to easier 
and better w ays to protect their 
crops 
against 
grogshop; erg

by the use of poise n baits. 
Any of three newly-developed in­ 
secticides — chlordane, toxaphene 
or 
benzene 
hexachloride 
are 
recommended by the U S. depart­ 
ment of agriculture for general use 
against ‘hoppers on a large number 


of crops.

The anti-trust lawyers admit that we pass along these manufacturing 
savings to our customers in the form of lower prices. 


But, the anti-trust lawyers have asked the court to o r d e r us to get rid of 
our manufacturing facilities, which would put an end to all these savings. 


This means that if these A&P brands continued to be manufactured, you 
would have to pay higher prices for them wherever you found them. 


T h e anti-trust lawyers say that food prices would go dow n rn other stores. 
T h e y claim that food m a n ufacturers would be able to sell cheaper to o ther 
grocers because they would not h ave to make u p alleged losses they n o w 


incur in selling to A & P . 
Tins. of course, is pure nonsense. T h e suppliers w h o voluntarily seek o u r 
business and are now rushing to o ur defense obviously find it profita l e o 
deal with A A P . Actually, their sales to this c o m p a n y enable them to build 
u p their volume, reduce their costs, and sell m ore cheaply to all grocers. 


l i r e elimination of A A P from the picture would tend to i n c r e a s e , I-ather 
than dec f e a s e , the wholesale cost of food; and this, in turn, will be reheeled

As a matter of fact, the anti-trust lawyers made practically the s a m e allega­ 
tions against two of our largest competitors that they are making against us^ 
And it can also be used as the basis for an attack against other grocers and 
merchants in other lines. 
There are today Ii erally thousands of chain s t o r e s , voluntary groups an 
individual merchants operating with the same methods and in the same 
pattern here under attack. 


If A&P is destroyed, no businessman could safely pursue an aggressive 
sales policy designed to low'er prices and give his customers a better deal 
if by so doing he takes business away from a n y competitor. 


Even if the anti-trust lawyers have no intention now of prosecuting other 
suits, a decision against A & P will establish a precedent that could be used 
by the present anti-trust lawyers, or any future anti-trust lawyers, to destroy 
any efficient business that buys cheaply, sells cheaply, and grows big in 
the process. 
Such a decision would mean the end of the vigorous, healthy price com. 
petition which has given this country the highest standard of living ever 
enjoyed by any people anywhere in the history of the world. 


The anti-trust lawyers are trying to give a new interpretation to the anti­ 
trust laws that, instead of preserving competition, will reduce competition. 


They are trying, by court decision, to impose a new kind of economic policy 
on the people of this country. 
Make no mistake about it. If they succeed in destroying A&P they w ill be 
destroying the method of distribution that has helped make the American 
standard of living the envy of the world.
